The chunk of metal v/as found on a 
street in Manitowoc, 85 miles north 
of i;il\-/aukeeo It was spotted by first 
by two patrolmen, Rom Rufboldt and 
Marvin 3auoh, who thought it was card¬ 
board in the pre-davm darkness, 

Rufboldt and Bauch returned later and 
found the metal too hot to handle. 

When they heard the ronort that such 
flariln 3 objects apppar'ently v;ero part 
of Sputnik IV they \;ent back and re¬ 
trieved the chunk. 

Police obtained the help of a steel 
expert, ivennsth Gevei’s of Chicago, 
who said the metal appeared to be 
high-temperature reslstanco steel, 
probably from the main portion of a 
satellite’s nose cone,

The encyclopedia Britannloa says fresh¬ 
water sponges are green, and invariably 
attached firmly to some fixed object. 
These are brovm v;lth mottled grey nsark- 
Ings and float on edge in the quiet 
harbor vrith only a bit of rim breaking 
the surface. When disturbed, the 
creatures sink. 

They are generally ring-shaped, though 
the biggest onos may have three elon¬ 
gated bulges projecting outward from 
the center, spaced at equal distances 
around the ring. Bro^nip web-like 
growths occur in the centre of the 
ring, which are dense enough that when 
lifted the central portion holds water. 
Jimmie Llpsit, 11, found the first one 
about the end of July. It was a small 
one, about the size of a doughnut, 
brovm and very heavy for its size. 

Now, there have been about two dozen 
caught, some as large as 2^ feet across 
They are fragile, and when caught in 
nets with one-inch mesh, a specimen 
will be diced through the net of its 
ovm weight, falling into the water in 
pieces. The Inside la a grey Jelly- 
like substance. 

The outside is dotted vrlth small, black 
specks, possibly spores. 

The strange things have been called 
Jellyfish by some of the hundreds of 
curious who have come to see them. 

Mrs. Llpslt said she'd Just like to 
know what they really are because they 
are getting bigger and bigger ; 


Mr. Reynolds said if they are fresh¬ 
water sponges as he expects, they are 
primitive creatures much more closely 
allied to animals than plants. 

If kept out of the water for any length 
of time they dry out, and become a 
flat, rumpled grey-brown with leather- 
like skin, which is surprisingly tough.

FLYING 'OBJECTS’ SSSN IN ARG3ITTINA 

Buenos aires—A group of '‘unidentified 

flying objects’* either cigar-shaped or 
saucer-shaped, were reported over Arg¬ 
entina one early morning recently. 
According to the reports they were 
sighted almost simultaneously fx»om 
places more than 1,000 miles apart. 

Two responsible independent moralng 
nerwsnapers. La Prensa and La Naclon, 
quoting their own correspondents, re¬ 
ported that the objects had been seen 
by hunters, truck drivers and police. 

La Prensa '3 reports came from the pro¬ 
vinces of Buenos Aires, La Pampa, on 
the southern border of Buenos Aires, 
and San Juan, in the northvrest. 

La Naclon, quoted eyev/ltnesses at La 
Rioja and San Juan, both in the north¬ 
west, Mendoza, on the Chilean border, 
and Cordoba, in central Argentina. 

The "objects" were moving more slowly 
than a meteorite and in every case 
from north to south. 

Quoting eyewitnesses in Santa Rosa, 
capital of La Pampa Province, La Naclon 
said that “many dwellers in this city 
saw overhead the strange spectacle of 
six or seven moving objects, strangely 
bright, advancing in perfect formation 
from north to south. 

"In the zone known as 'La Amna* (The 
Spider), about forty kilometers (about 
twenty-five miles) west of this city, 
people attending a late pcrty sav/ the 
same bodies at closer range. They 
noticed a white beam on the ground, 
W’hich soon soared to a high altitude 
followed by other objects of similar 
shape. They appeared to move around 
on their own axis. (The New York

R.'.Dx'lRS AI-ID FLYING 3AUCSRS 


Since the early days of radar, targets 
have appeared on radar screens that 
weren’t targets at all. These false 
targets are known as angels 5 and they 
have given credence to many* flying 
saucer reports. 

The cause of these false targets has 
ne'/er heen fully understood^ although 
it has been Icnovm for some tirae that 
a part’ of the explanation is found in 
shs^rp discontinuities in temperature 
and moisture content in the atmosphere,- 
It was aaauiaed until fairly recently 
that the false targets represented 
nothing more than the hackseatterln^; 
of energy from these inhomogeneities 
of the atmosphere. But since these 
Inhoffiogeneities produced false targets 
only at close range, some further ex¬ 
planation was needed. 

PoJo Harney of APCRL, after analyzing 
results of many observations oado by 
the V/eather Bureau, h'A'DC and APCRL, 
has suggested a model of the mechanisia 
of false radar targets. Conditions 
necessary for creating these false 
targets are typically found in the 
Kansas regiono On certain hot days in 
Kidsuramer without a single cloud in 
the sky, the radarscope may be clutier 
ad with these ta-rgete.

Under certain conditions, it is possi¬ 
ble for a low-angle radar beam to do 
reflected from one su.i-’face to another 


Some of the false targets that are 
observed are caused by this mechanism, 
according to the model suggested by lir. 
Harney, Because of the undulating 
nature of the reflecting surface, the 
target v;ill thus appear to move rapidly, 
giving rise to flying saucers being 
reported on radar screens.

14ors than 670 great caves have been 
discovered in Venezuelan mountains in 
the last ton ysa.rs* Some are among 
the largest in the viorld.

The largest of the newly discovered 
caverns is Noce Guacharo Cave in the 
Garipe Ilountaine.

It already 
has been explored to a distance of 
four miles. The second largest cave 
found to data is the Alfredo John Cave 
that has been follo^-zed two and a half 
mllas into the earth. All are located
